Survey of City Is Made by 
Protestant Body. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
Have laboring men deserted the Chf 
cago churches? This question is an- 
swered in the negative so far as ninety- 
six Protestant churches examined in 
Chicago is concerried. The report is In 
the current bulletin of the Chicago 
Church federation which will be sent 
this week to all of the 800 pastors in 
the federation, representing 17 de 
nominations. 
Allied questions are also answered 
concerning the “tired business man” 
and the “preoccupied professional 
an.” The laboring men are divided 
inte the skilled and unskilled man- 
ual workers, 
The investigation was carried on by 
the commission on Church and In- 
dustry of which Prof. Arthur B. Holt 
of the Chicago Theological séminary 
was chairman and Cornell Hewson was 
secretary A comparison is made of 
the relation of the various classes to 
the general population of Chicago and 
also their relation not only to church 
membership but also to official relation- 
ship in the church, ae 


The genera! conclusion reached by 
the report after tabulating, the results 
of the investigation is that 60 per cent 
of the officials of Chicago churches are 
wage earners. These figures cover 
only white churches. 

Other conclusions are: The business . 
men and unskilled laborers are rela- 
tively at the bottom of the list in the 
matter of church membership. Profes- 
sional people join the church in greater 
proportion te their total numbers in 
the city than of any.other vocatienal 
class. Clerical workers come next. 
Skilled workers follow, with business 
men and unskilled workers making the 
poorest showing of all. 

Attention is also called to the fact 
that in judging of Protestant church 
membership an account must be made 
of the countries from which immigra- 
tion comes. The countries of northern 
Europe and the British Islands help 
the Protestant industria! ups, while 
immigration frdm southern Europe 
help most the Catholic and Jewish 


groups.

The United States gives the follow- 
ing percentages of the various classes 
in Chicago’s population: fessional, 
5.4; business men, 8.6> clerical, 21; 
skilled manual, 20.6; unskilled manual 
36.7. 

The percentages in the membership». 
of the 96 Protestant churches investi- 
gated were: Professionals 9; business, 
employers, owners, agers, and ex- 
ecutives, 6.8; clerical, 31.7; skilied man- 
val, 17.3; unskilled manual, 13.1; mem- 
bers of labor unions, all male mem 
bers gainfully 16.
